The 1977 peace prize was 
given to Am nesty International 
for its struggle against mount­

violence, 
terrorism

torture throughout the world 
The com m ittee, which did not 
give any peace prize last year, 
awarded the 1976 prize retroac­ 
tively to Betty W illiams and 
Mairead Corrigan of the North­ 
ern Ireland P eace Movement. 
The two Belfast women had 
been given a "People’s P eace 
P rize” last year. 
In giving the 1977 award to 
A m nesty In tern ation al, the 
com m ittee said: "In the nearly 
30years that have passed since 
the declaration of human rights 
was agreed on in the United 
N ation s, p o sitiv e fo rces in 
many countries have struggled 
to fulfill its ideals.

A large black guitar case 
found at the scene apparently 
was used to carry the weapon. 
Killed w as Gerald Gordon, 42, 
suburban C h esterfield , who 
died in an operating room at St 
Louis County Hospital about 
two hours after he was shot 
Saturday. A bullet pierced his 
arm and lodged in his chest. 
William Lee Ash, 30, Akron. 
Ohio, was struck in the left 
hand and hip by a single bullet 
He was in good condition at 
County Hospital where physi 
clans said he would lose one and 
perhaps two fingers.

cash credit of up to $87.50 for 
the winter

Doctors Argue Brain 
Is Death Determinant

should accept that a m an dies 
when his brain dies, six New 
York doctors said in this w eek’s

"T he principal reason fo« 
deciding that a person is dead 
should be based on a fundam en­ 
tal understanding of the nature 
of m an,” the doctors said. 
"W ithout a brain, the body 
beco m es 
th e 
co n v en ien t 
m edium in which the energy- 
requiring states of organs run 
down and the organs decay. 
These residual activities do not 
confer an iota of hum anity or 
personality.”

pupils, and persistence of these 
findings over a 24-hour period 
in the absence of intoxicants or 
hypotherm ia.” 
The doctors also reasoned 
that the concept of death when 
the brain stops functioning does 
not conflict with either Ortho­ 
dox Jewish nor Roman Catholic 
dogma. 
The Orthodox Jewish position 
allows a distinction between 
cell life and the total life of an 
individual 
By that definition, 
“there is no religious impera­ 
tive 
to continue 
to 
use 
a 
respirator ... in an otherwise 
dead patient." 
In Roman Catholic thought, 
the primary concept of death is 
separation of the soul from the 
body. Since that event cannot 
be observed, theologians have 
accepted outward signs such as 
the 
end 
of 
heartbeats 
and 
breathing as marking death 
But recent teaching holds that 
if such outward signs are ad­ 
mitted to show death, the un­ 
derlying cause of brain death is 
an even more certain symptom 
of death. 
While there is no consistent 
Protestant position, many Pro­ 
testant theologians have ac­ 
cepted the end of brain function 
as the indicator of death, the 
doctors argued.

Charbel Makhlouf was the first 
performed for m ember of an 
Eastern Rite church since the 
Vatican proclaimed new saint­ 
hood procedures four centuries 
ago. 
Assisting the pope in the two 
hour, 15 minute canonization 
m ass 
w as 
A ntoine 
P ierre 
K hreish, 
patriarch 
of 
the 
Maronite Christians. It was the 
first 
time an 
Eastern 
Rite 
primate took part in a Latin rite 
mass 
In 
Lebanon, 
thousands 
of 
Maronite Christians traveled to 
St. Charbel’s monastery and 
h erm itage in the town of 
Anaya, 30 miles north of Beirut, 
and many said they witnessed 
m iracles. 
One woman reported a 2- 
y ear-old child paralyzed from 
birth began to move his legs 
after they were touched to a 
sta tu e of the sain t. Other

for a two-day meeting. Since 
there are only 12 of them, their 
main concern understandably 
is how to increase their num­ 
ber. 
The governors will attend and 
lead workshops on how to get 
elected. They have invited to 
the session any Republicans 
who want to run for governor in 
any state in 1978. 
A UPI survey in advance of 
the m eeting showed that in a 
desire for polticial unity, the 
governors might avoid joining 
other GOP organizations which 
have condemned the Panam a 
Canal treaties. 
Gov 
Meldrim Thomson of 
New 
H am pshire, 
an 
arch 
conservative, 
is hosting the 
conference in his home state. 
Although he con sid ers the 
Panam a treaties “against ev­ 
erything Am erican,” he told 
UPI he w asn’t sure he wanted 
his colleagues to get distracted 
by debating the issue. 
' 
“I hope it’s just a friendly 
meetings of governors,” Thom­ 
son 
said. 
But 
he 
said 
he 
“wouldn’t rule out” the possi­ 
bility a resolution condemning 
the treaties would be proposed. 
All 12 governors responded to 
the UPI survey, although four 
declined a statement on the 
treaties. 
Several indicated it would be 
best for the conference not to 
split on the issue. 
The R epublican N ational 
C om m ittee condem ned the 
treaties at its recent m eeting in 
New Orleans, but moderate 
Republicans and GOP leaders 
in Congress have avoided any 
strong 
statem en ts 
on 
the 
matter. 
Gerald Ford has endorsed the 
treaties, but his GOP rival last 
year, Ronald Regan, is cam ­ 
paigning against them. 
There are three strong treaty 
opponents here — Thomson, 
Gov. Jam es Edwards of South 
Carolina and Gov. Mills Godwin 
of Virginia. 
In ad d ition , G ov. P ierre

D elaw are 
had 
“serious 
reservations,” Gov. 
Otis Bowen of Indiana was 
“concerned” about som e provi­ 
sions and Gov. Jay Hammond 
of Alaska had “som e reserva­ 
tions.”

Richard 
Snelling of Vermont were the 
only ones to com e out strongly 
in support of the treaties. 
Govs. Jam es Rhodes of Ohio, 
Jim T hom pson of Illin ois, 
Robert Bennett of Kansas and 
Robert Ray of Iowa took no 
position.

It is not a laughing matter, 
however, for the 17,000 to 20,000 
men and women who work for 
Congress. 
Ea rlie r this year, the Obey 
Commission released the first 
detailed study of Capitol Hill 
em ploym ent practices ever 
undertaken by an official unit of 
Congress. Thè survey turned up 
some scandalous statistics. 
Although women comprise 57 
per cent of the total House 
workforce, they are heavily 
concentrated at the lower rungs 
of the payscale and consistently 
earn far less than men for the 
same jobs. Blacks constitute 
only 7 per cent of the workforce, 
and are likewise grouped in the 
low-paid jobs, although they do 
not fare as badly as women 
The House employes are well- 
educated; almost 61 per cent 
are college graduates and 20 
per 
cent 
hold 
advanced 
degrees Yet the education pays 
off only for white males. For 
example, 54 per cent of the men 


holding post-graduate degrees 
earn more than $25,000 per year 
compared with only 19 per cent 
of the women holding such 
degrees. Exactly 33 per cent of 
the 
blacks 
with 
advanced 
degrees fall into this salary 
range, compared with 45 per 
cent of the whites. 
In the offices of individual 
House members, the position of 
a d m in istra tive assistant is 
generally the top job, in terms 
of both salary 
and 
respon­ 
sibility. Some 69 per cent of the 
white AAs fall in that pay 
bracket, but only 25 per cent of • 
the blacks. 


Any private business that

From turtle to V-neck 


POLLY’S PROBLEM 
By Polly Cramer 
DEAR POLLY — Could you or any of you readers 
tell me how to make a T-shirt with a V-neck and pointed 
collar out of a turtleneck sweater? — J R. 
DEAR J.R. — I have never done this but 1 think I 
could and would go about it the following way. I would 
machine stitch around the neck just below the seam that 
joins the turtleneck band to the sweater. Then on the 
other side of the seam, on the turtleneck band, stitch 
around again so they would not stretch when cut. Next I 
would ravel the seam joining them or, if necessary, cut 
them apart. The sweater would be of a knit of some sort 
so would have some stretch to the wide neckband that 
could make the new collar. Split the present sweater 
down the front as far as you wish the neck to open — also 
stitching on each side of where you intend to cut. Most 
turtleneck bands would be wide enough that there would 
be plenty of material for a narrow collar, a rectangle, 
that could be fitted around the neckline and the remain­ 
ing piece used for facing at either side, which would 
show when the neck was open. A fabric collar could not 
be made from a straight piece of fabric, but there should 
be enough “give” in a sweater knit that it would fit. The 
ends would naturally be pointed. When the front is slit 
do not cut in a V but turn the two ends open and fasten 
ends of collar to them. Hope this is clear. It should be a 
fairly simple job. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — When cutting or setting a child’s hair, do 
it where the child can watch Tv. As you work, there will be 
less squirming around or even crying. 
I folded and sewed a terry cloth hand towel so that it has 
three pockets that come in handy for holding my brush, pins 
and other odds and ends when hung beside my mirror. 
It is much easier to keep my dresser drawers neat now that 
I have organized things and keep them separated in boxes that 
I covered with bright scraps of stick-on paper. 
I suspended a chain from the ceiling and use it as a stash for 
my jewelry and scarves. Bangled bracelets are hooked to 
chain links as is other jewelry and each scarf is slipped 
through a link in the chain. — BARBARA.

ARGUMENT FOR THE PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


Passage of Issue 2 will prevent needless and ex­ 
treme pain and suffering for untold numbers of ani­ 
mals. The effect of Issue 2 is similar to the long ac­ 
cepted ond humane practice of putting a horse out of 
its misery rather than permitting It to suffer after it 
breaks a leg. 
Issue 2 in no way bans trapping as either a sport or 
K 
'sssion in Ohio. It does eliminate the use of the 
old trap, a device which severely injures its vic­ 
tim and then continues to hold the creature in a con­ 
tinuing, and often long, period of extreme pain. 


Several types of quick kill traps are available which 
do not inflict such suffering. Tnese traps would still 
be legal and available to all persons wishing to en­ 
gage in trapping. 
Persons who wish to trap for pest or disease con­ 
trol or for wildlife management purposes may also 
continue to do so, providing that any of the many 
quick kill traps available are used. 
Issue 2 also prohibits the use of any trapping device 
if it is used in a manner which will cause continued, 
prolonged suffering. This prohibition will not affect 
the proper use of any of the quick kill traps. 


Simply put, passage of Issue 2 will end suffering for 
animals whose pelts ore a valuable natural resource. 
And, as more humane traps are used, fewer non­ 
valuable animals and pets will be accidentally 
trapped in Ohio. However, while protecting Ohio an­ 
imals, humane trapping will still be permitted as a 
sport or profession in this state. .

ARGUMENT AGAINST THE PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


Opponents of Issue 2, the anti-trapping amend­ 
ment, urge Ohioans to vote "N O " for three primory 


reasons: 
1. The amendment would ban all trapping activities, 
not just the leghold trap. 
2. Trapping, including the use of the leghold trap, is 
necessary for proper wildlife management and 
conservation. 
3. The subject — allowable devices for catching wild 
animals — should not be included in the Constitu­ 
tion of the State of Ohio. 
The proposal as written, seeks to outlaw the use of 
"any trapping device." which may even include mouse 
traps and rat traps, cages and nets. No distinction is 
made among devices. Any method that traps an ani­ 
mal or bird can be said to produce suHering. Scientists 
trap certain wild animals for rabies research and 
birds for encephalitis tests. Opponents of Issue 2 be­ 
lieve this important work on disease control would 
be curtailed by passage of the amendment. 
Good wildlife management requires that wild ani­ 
mal populations be controlled at levels consistent 
with the space and food available to sustain them. 
An absence of trapping to aid population control will 
result, first In burgeoning populations of, for exam- 
C 
le, fast-breeding muskrats and raccoons; followed 
y destruction of the species through starvation and 
disease. The trapping of wild animals in Ohio is reg­ 
ulated by the Division of Wildlife to protect domestic 
K 
ts from the ravages of contagious diseases and to 
lit the taking of wild animals to surplus animal 
population and pests. Trapping for pest control must 
also be carried on by farmers to protect their crops 
from rodents. 
The Constitution of this state is the basic docu­ 
ment which establishes our form of government and 
delineates the rights of our citizens. It should not be 
cluttered with issues, which, if to be legislated at all, 
should be enacted into law by the Ohio General A s­ 
sembly.

Social Security Ignores 
Women's Role In Family

WASHINGTON — T here is 
grow ing recognition on Capitol 
Hill that the 40-year-old Social 
Security system has failed to 
recognize 
the 
new 
role 
of 
w om en as m ore equal p artn ers 
in the A m erican fam ily.

different as m en and wom en.

Of $1 Million Deposits 


CALHOUN, Ca. 
(U P I) 
Bert Lance says he knows 
“ nothing in the world” about $1 
million in federal savings 
deposits reportedly placed in 
the National Bank of Georgia 
while he served as budget 
director and NBG officials say 
such deposits would not have 
been unusual. 
The 
Long 
Island, 
N Y , 
newspaper Newsday reported 
that on March 31 the Atlanta 
bank 
once headed by Lance 
held $13 million in such 
deposits while Georgia’s 63 
other national banks had a 
combined total of only $39,000. 
"I know nothing in the world 
about it,” Lance said Sunday as 
he walk 'd into the First United 
Methodist Church with his 
family. “ I didn t have anything 
to do with the placement of any 
federal funds whatsoever. That 
was not within my purview ” 
But a Treasury Department 
spokesman said Sunday News­ 
day might have been “ compar­ 
ing apples and oranges." 
And the clerk for the US. 
District Court for Georgia’s 
Northern District, whose funds 
apparently were the ones 
Newsday cited, said there is a 
difference 
between 
funds 
placed in savings accounts and 
the total amount of federal 
bankruptcy monev placed in 


the bank Clerk Ben Carter said 
only 
$43,610 of N BG ’s 
$1.3 
million in bankruptcy deposits 
were in savings accounts. 
Lance, whose 200,000 shares 
of NBG stock were placed in a 
blind trust while he was in 
office, said the first he had 
heard of the report was when a 
newsman showed him a news­ 
paper which carried the story. 
Lance borrowed the paper and 
said later after reading the 
report, “ I had a hard time 
comprehending the article.” 
"I haven’t the slightest idea 
of what they’re talking about,” 
he said “ I have no knowledge 
of it at all. And I ’d make sure 
those facts are correct, if I were 
you.” 
NBG 
President 
Robert 
Guyton said in Atlanta such 
deposits would not have been 
unusual for his bank 
“ If we got $1 million in 
federal savings out of $330 
million in total deposits, 
it 
seems to me it’s a very in­ 
significant amount of money to 
be making a front page article 
out of," he said in a telephone 
interview. 
“ We’ve got those deposits 
running in and out all the 
tim e,’’ Guyton said. 
“ It ’s 
certainly not unusual for a 
federal agency to put funds in 
any bank.”

Yarborough, who now has a 
good chance to win his second 
Winston Cup points title in as 
many years, was second. David 
Pearson, in a Mercury, was 
third, followed by Buddy Baker 
in a Ford and Darrell Walt rip irr 
a Chevrolet. 
Pearson, Baker and Waltrip 
w ere one lap behind Parsons at 
the finish of the $250.000 event. 
Every driver in the field

JEV A (U F I) - Top of­

¡'This fear is less widespread 
long the rank and file who 
re more concerned that they 
(rill be among the 300 to 500 
iployees losing their jobs 
ecapse of massive economies. 
Influential members of the 
ILO management, however, 


believe there is little doubt that 
Moscow will push to take over 
key posts, a development which 
would jeopardize 
the 
ILO ’s 
activities in upholding human 
and workers rights. 
“ The political disequilibrium 
w ill be as important and 
possibly more important than 
the financial disequilibrium,” 
one official said. 
“ It appears obvious that the 
Soviet Union will make every 
effort to fill the vacuum if the 
US. leaves.” 


Financially, US. withdrawal 
will bring the ILO, oldest of the 
UN.specialized agencies, to the 
brink of disaster. Some veteran 
officials think the organization 
will no longer be a viable in­ 
stitution 
Washington pays one quarter 
of the working budget, set at 
$169 million for the two years 
1978 and 1979. 
It is estimated that 300 and 
500 persons will lose their jobs, 
while technical aid programs, 
travel and conferences will be 


slashed. Department spending 
cuts will range from 25 to 55 per 
cent. 
The real damage will be 
political, however, according to 
top officials who prefer 
to 
remain anonymous 
“ W hile 
non-political 
ac­ 
tivities would continue, such as 
technical assistance in the 
field, there could very well be a 
cutback on such sensitive work 
as monitoring ILO standards 
for workers around the world, 
especially trade union rights 


and 
the 
freedom 
of 
association,” 
one 
ad­ 
ministrator said. 
Former Secretary of state 
Henry A. Kissinger served the 
mandatory two-year notice of 
withdrawal in November, 1975, 
sharing the view long held b> 
the AFL-CIO that the ILO was 
anti-western and too involved in 
politics. 
ILO officials point out that 
the automatic m ajority of 
Communist and third world 
states exists 
in all 
other 
agencies and in the United 
Nations itself 
They further emphasize that 
over the past two years, under 
the threat of US. withdrawal. 


the ILO general assembly has 
avoided any resolutions con­ 
demning Israel 
which in the 
past infuriated Washington 
and that its standards monitor­ 
ing division has issued two 
lengthy reports strongly criti 
cizing totalitarian nations, in­ 
cluding the Soviet Union, for 
violating workers rights. 
The ILO employs 1,525 people 
at its Geneva headquarters and 
an additional 1,278 people in the 
field 
“ The rank and file are 
demoralized and despondent,” 
said a spokesman for the inner 
bureau 
of the 
Staff 
Union 
Committee. 
“ People feel they are being 


made the scapegoat 
for 
a 
political situation \\hich is not 
of their 
making." 
he said 
“ The> are asking how a t S 
withdrawal fits in w ith the US 
campaign on behall of human 
rights 
“ The ILO does perhaps more 
than any other UN organiza 
tion for human rights by 
protecting trade union free 
doms.” 
Unless President Carter re

Exercise affects fat levels

DEAR DR LAMB - I have 
been unable to find the proper 
v a lu e 
fo r 
t r i g l y c e r i d e s 
anywhere. What is the normal 
amount? 
D E A R R E A D E R - It 
depends upon the method and 
the state of the patient when 
studied. 
In general if the 
patient is in the fasting state 
— not having eaten for at least 
12 hours — the level should be 
below 150 milligrams in 100 
milliliters of blood. 
R em em ber 
that 
trigly­ 
cerides are simply fats, The 
amount of fat in the blood 
varies greatly with what you 
have eaten recently. F at is 
slowly absorbed and slowly 
cleared from the blood stream 
compared to sugar It is much 
m ore affected by a recent 
m eal than your cholesterol 
level. One reason you are hav­ 
ing 
trouble finding normal 
v a lu e s is b e c a u s e of its 
variability. 
The triglyceride level will 
a ls o fall 
if you e x e rc is e 
vigorously. The amount of ex­ 
ercise in the preceding 48 
h o u r s 
m a y 
a f f e c t 
y o u r 
triglyceride level 
The triglyceride level alone 
has not been found to be as 
useful as the cholesterol level 
in predicting the risk of heart 
attacks. When the size of the 
p a r t i c l e s fo rm e d by the 
triglyceride-cholesterol com ­ 
bination 
is considered, 
the 
risk 
calculation 
for people 
over 50 can be improved In 
that age group the amounts of 
particles of different sizes 
become more important than 
the cholesterol level alone.

I’m so frightened of 
the disease but I don't unders­ 
tand cancer at all 
DEAR READER - Your 
letter is a good example of 
why people should never try to 
change a child's habits by 
frightening them of some dire 
consequence, other than a 
good paddling if warranted. 
That young nurse unwittingly 
planted the seed for you to use 
in responding to your anxiety 
reactions 
No, no, no, fingering your 
navel will not cause cancer. 
Cancer is simply cell growth 
that has gone berserk allow­ 
ing uncontrolled abnorm al 
growth 
P’or example, liver 
cancer is a rapid disorganized 
growth of liver cells. Many 
factors can stimulate the wild 
growth. 
Why don't you ask your doc­

Guarding the Pope is more 
exciting than guarding prison 
inmates, but E rnie Gubser has 
no regrets about leaving the

Gubser, a guard at Western 
State Penitentiary, was only 21 
when he joined the Vatican 
City's Swiss Guard in 1951 
“ I t’s all right as long as 
you’re young," Gubser says of 
his three years guarding Pope 
Pius XII. “ But it’s m ore of an 
honor than anything else. 
“ I met quite a few people, 
while guarding the Pope, who 
told m e a lot of good things 
about the United States. So I 
decided to com e over here and 
see for m yself.” 
Gubseer worked in a ketchup 
factory and served two years in 
the Army before he was hired in 
1958 
as 
a 
guard 
at 
the 
penitentiary. 
“ I t’s m ore interesting to be a 
Swiss G uard,” he adm its. “ But 
you get used to it. I make a 


pretty good living.” 
Gubser said the biggest thrill 
in his 20years as a prison guard 
was thwarting an escape a t ­ 
tempt in 1964 by about four 
inm ates who tried to scale the 
prison wall with 
hom em ade 
ladders. Gubser sounded the 
ala rm and the inm ates disap 
peared back into the prison. 
He actually has little contact 
with the prison’s 1,000 inmates 
He spends eight hours a day in 
Tower No.

The tribute to Brooks w as a 
highlight of the festival, which 
opened last T h u rsd a y an d 
closes next Sunday. Before the 
com edian’s personal ap p earan ­ 
ce, clips w ere shown from his 
film s, “The P ro d u cers,” “The 
Twelve C hairs,” Blazing Sad­ 
d le s ,” " F r a n k e n s te in ,” an d 
“Silent M ovie.” 
As an added treat, Brooks 
showed the film buffs a 14- 
m inute “ rough c u t” of his latest 
c re a tio n , 
"H ig h 
A n x ie ty ,” 
which he called an “affection­ 
ate sa lu te” to the genius of 
Alfred Hitchcock.

CINCINNATI (U PI) - Ur. 
Albert Sabin, honored around 
the world for developing the 
oral polio vaccine, cam e to 
Cincinnati last weekend and 
received 
som e 
local 
praise 
from the city w here he did 
much of his. early research. 
The Cincinnati City Council 
recently voted to dedicate a 
new downtown park 
in the 
scientist’s nam e, and Sabin was 
on hand for th e S atu rd ay 
cerem onies. 
Sabin’s 
m ain 
reason 
for 
returning to the Queen ( ity was 
to address a m edical confer­ 
ence at the U niversity of Cin­ 
cinnati. 
But alo n g 
th e 
w ay, the 
opinionated research er spoke 
out on several im portant issues 
in m edical science, including 
recent reports that Am erican 
parents a re failing to have their 
ch ild re n v a c c in a te d a g ain st 
polio. 
He te rm e d such 
rep o rts 
“ propaganda put out by the 
(’enter for D isease Control 
" P r a c tic a lly all ch ild ren 
have im m unity to polio now. 
Sabin asserted, explaining that 
youngsters who have not been 
inoculated have been found to 
have im m unity through their 
parents, who w ere vaccinated 
The few isolated cases of 
polio reported in the recent 
years w ere freak occurrences 
— 
ra re 
types 
of 
polio-like 
d ise a se s w hich a 
m assiv e 
vaccination program would not 
prevent, the doctor said. 
"But this does not apply to 
m easles,” he w arned, noting 
th a t 
a b o u t 
35 
p e rc e n t 
of 
Am erican children have not 
been vaccinated against m eas­ 
les. "As a result, there are 
about 80(>,000-to-900,000 cases a 
year of m easles reported in the 
United S tates.” 
At a news conference, Sabin 
w as sharply critical of federal 
health officials for placing the 
blam e on parents for not en­ 
su rin g th a t 
th e ir 
ch ild ren 
re c e iv e m e a s le s sh o ts. He 
c h a rg e d 
th a t 
th e 
n atio n al 
health authorities a re them ­ 
se lv e s re sp o n s ib le for the 


problem . 
“You can go on appealing and 
blam ing parents all you want," 
he said. ‘T o tell parents they 
a re negligent will not get the 
job done. O ur system of ad 
m inistering the vaccine must 
get to the people. 


‘T h e m ethod used by the 
C enter 
for 
D isease 
Control 
(headquartered in A tlanta ) has 
been only partially successful,” 
Sabin contended. “ If children 
a re not being vaccinated for 
m easles, it’s because they’re 
not getting the vaccine in the 
schools.” 


Sabin recalled the days of 
m assive polio inoculation pro­ 
gram s soon after the vaccine 
was developed, and said he 
doesn’t believe the American 
m edical com m unity has heen 
willing to put forth the sam e 
intensive effort to eradicate 
m easles that they did 20 years 
ago to wipe out polio. 


But polio hasn’t occupied his 
attention for quite som e time, 
Sabin told reporters. He spent 
many y ears doing laboratory 
research on cancer, but gave 
that up three years ago. 
“I been devoting m y tim e to 
bringing together the special­ 
ized findings of groups doing 
cancer research , to see if there 
are patterns ... I ’m trying to 
synthesize their findings."
